LEAGUE CRITICS GIVE VIEWS 


Senators Opposed to Adoption of World 
Treaty Declare it is Unconstitutional.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.— Senator Lodge believes the League of 
Nations plan is unconstitutional. President Wilson thinks that the basic‘ 
law of the United States, as embodied in that instrument, is flexible enough 
to call for no action except that of the President and the Senate, as would 
be the case in any treaty. , 
A letter written two years ao, 
when Senator Shafroth of Colorado 
introduced a measure calling for a 
League of Natfons, states fully the 
President's view. It is here given 
wa the first time, and reads es fol- 
ows: 

“The White House, Washing- 
ten. January 3, 1917. 

“My Dear Senator: Personally 
I do not doubt our power to join 
in any arrangement with re- 
gerd to the maintenance of 
the peace of the world in 
which the President and the 
Senate may unite, but I realize 
the interest and importance of 
resolutions such as you have in- 
troduced, and am very glad in- 
deed that the matter is to be 
thoroughly canvassed. My own 
feeling is that the power of 
dealing with foreign affairs is 
given as complete terms as 
necessary in the Constitution, 
and I think the more the ques- 
tion is discussed the more clear 
that will become.

FOREIGNERS ARE NOT AMONG 
THOSE TO WHOM CARRANZA 
IS RETURNING PROPERTY. 


(EXCLOSIVE DISPATCH.) 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—Advicds 
through official chahnels from Mex- 
ico. City today bpought information 
that President Carranza's govern- 
ment is returning to owners certain 
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poperties that were confiscated by 
the government during the revolu- 
tion and in the months following un- 
der Carranza’s orders. , 

It ts noted, however, that no for- 
eigner or foreign corporation has 
benefited by the restoration order 
with the single exception of the 
French company El Boleo, which 
operates mines in Lower California, 
though the number of names pub- 
lished is more than a thousand. In 
all other cases the owner to whom 
Property is returned is Mexican, 
whether individual or corporation. 

Another feature that was noteu 
officials here when the list was re- 
ceived, was that there were a large 
number of former Diaz and Huerta 
supporters, and even many royalists, 
whose properties had been confiscat- 
ed and are now restored. Huerta’s 
chief munitions buyer, although not 
mentioned by name, heads the list. 
This man, who is now reported to be 
living in Wa'lijmore, is said to own 
Property valued at $1,000,000. In 
the State of Puebla, which has been 
restored.

SIR WILFRID LAURIER 
DEAD FROM PARALYSIS. 


FORMER PREMIER OF CANADA 
PASSES AWAY AT OTTAWA 
AFTER DAY'S ILLNESS. 


P. NIGHT wiRt.P 

OTTAWA (Ont.) Fe 
Wilfrid Laurier, former ler of 
€anada, died of paralysis here this 
afternoon, 

He was stricken yesterday and be- 
came unconscious early today. 

Born at St. Lin, Quebec, in 1841, 
Sir Wilfrid was the only French 
Canadian ever Premier of Canada, a 
portfollo he held from 1896 to 1911. 

Sir Wilfrid's political career ante- 
dated the federation of the provinces 
into the Dominion of Canada in 1867. 
Then only a few years out of McGill 
University, he actively opposed this 
unten, but, when it had been con- 
summated, accepted the verdict. He 
was elected to the Provincial Legis- 
lature of Quebec as a Liberal in 
1881, resigning three years later and 
being elected to the House of Com- 
mons, where he took an active part 
in the Liberal majority. Sir Wilfrid 
was for sixtegn years identified with 
the opposition, becoming the Liberal 
leader in 1887 and leading his party 
to victory In 1896. 

Sir Wilfrid’s government suffered 
defeat at the polls with the proposed 
reciprocity treaty with the United 
States as the issue. Notable achieve- 
hments of the Laurier regime were 
the granting of preferential tariffs 
for British products, granting of au- 
tonomy to the provinces of Saskatch- 
ewan and Alberta, participation of 
Canada with the British forces in the 
South African War, and the inaugu- 
ration of the Grand Trunk Pacific 
Transcontinental Railway scheme. 


PORTLAND (Or.) Feb. 17.— 
When apprised today by the Asso- 
clated Prees of the death of Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier, ex-Premier of Canada, 
ex-President William Howard Taft 
expressed keen regret. 

“I am very sorry to learn that Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier has passed away,” 
said Mr. Taft. “He was a very re- 
markable man. At the head of the 
Canadian government for fifteen 
years, he performed the task of 
maintaining a solid party of French 
and British Canadians under the 
Liberal banners and did much for 
the advancement of Canada. He had 
a capacity of attracting to him 
friends who followed him with in- 
tense loyalty and with the greatest 
admiration. He will be greatly 
mourned not only in Canada but 
every where.” 


PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 17.—Louis 
Edward Levy, inventor and scientist, 
died suddenly on the street here to- 
day. He was a ploneer in the en- 
graving industry, and was the in- 
ventor of a process of photo-chem- 
ical engraving whereby newspapers 
were enabled to print halftone pic- 
tures direct from the stereotype 
plate. Mr. Levy’ was founder and 
president of the Association for tife 
Relief and Protection of Jewish I 
migrants, and was a member of many 
scientific organizations. He was a 
native of Bohemia and was 73 years 
old. 


MONTREAL, Feb. 17.—Jean Bap- 
tiste Canadien, an Iroquols Indian, 
who, with a party of men in whale 
boats, tried to traverse the cataracts 
of the Nile and forward British 
troops to assist Gen. Gordon in 
Khartum fm 1885, died Saturday at 
his home ih Caughnawaga at the age 
of 78 years. “Big John,” as he was 
familiarly known, was famed 
throughout Canada for his exploit 
of “shooting” the dangerous Lachine 
rapids in a large wooden canoe each 
New Year's Day. 


RICHMOND (Va.) Feb. 17.—The 
Rt. Rev. Robert A. Gibson, D.D., 
bishop of the Episcopal diocese of 
Virginia since 1902, died here today 
at the age of 73. 


PARIS, Feb. 17.—M. Tachard, last 
survivor of the Alsace and Lorraine 
Deputies who in 1871 signed a pro- 
test against the annexation of those 
two provinces to Germany, is dead, 
aged 94 years.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 117.—The 
effect of war on railroad expenses, 
revenues and net earnings was 
shown today by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission's final report on 
earnings of 195 principal roads, 
those whose revenues amounted to 
$1,000,000 or more, in 1918. 
Operating revenues amounted to 
$4,918,319,000, the highest in his- 
tory, and $863,000,000 more than 
the $4,050,463,000 of the previous 
year. Operating expenses rose pro- 
portionately more, however, to 
$4,006,894,000, or  $1,148,090,000 
more than the §2,858,000,000 of the 
previous year. Operating income, 
which is the difference between rev- 
enues agd expenses, with deductions 
for ordinary ‘taxes, amounted to 
$719,159,000, but because of other 
adjustments on account of car and 
facility rents, the net income to the 


administration from ° 
amounted to only 
These figures are slightly different 
from those represented by the Rail- 
read Administration, which reported 
Federal income.<as 688,000,000. 
Revenues were placed at $4,342,000,- 
000 and expenses at $1,006,000,000 
by the Railroad Administration's 
statisticians. 
The net income In 1917 was $974,- 
778,000, or $234,000,000 greater than 
last year. 
The result of Increased freight and 
passenger rates was shown by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission's 
report that freight revenues in 1918 
amounted to $3,459,000,000, as com- 
pared with $2,834,000,000 in 1917, 
and passenger revenues to $1,031,- 
000,000 as co with $827,- 
000,000 in 1917. 
All expense items showed marked 
increases. Transportation expenses 
were $2,051,000,000, as compared 
with $1.524,000,000 the year’ before. 
Maintenance of equipment cost 
$1.108,000.000 as compared with 
$690,000.000 and mammtenance of 
way and structures, $653,000,000 as 
compared with $445,000,000. 
The average number of miles 
operated during the year was 234,- 
022, or 132% more than In 1917. 
For the eastern district, operating 
revenues were $2,230,000,000, ex- 
penses %1,914,000,000, and net in- 
come for the government $209,000,- 
000. 
For the western district revenues 
were $1,899,000,000, expenses $1,089,- 
000,000 and net Federal income 
$234,000,000. For the southern dis- 
trict revenues wers $783,000,000, 
expenses $608,000,900 and net Fed- 
eral income $146,000,000. 
All plans for considering railroad 
legislation at this session of Congress 
were abandoned today by the House 
Interstate Commerce Committee. 
An appropriation of $760,000,000 
for the operation of railroads un- 
der government control Was ap- 
proved today by the House Appro- 
priations Committee.

He explained his purpose was 
to give the committees evidence s0 
they would determine the wisdom of 
conducting an investigation.

dence was but “the forerunner of @ 
comprehensive inquiry.” Later the 
committee decided to hear tomorrow 
Brig.-Gen. C. 1. Martin, an officer of 
the Thirty-fifth Division, who was 
relieved of duty the day before the 
opening of the battle of the Argonne. 

Gov. Allen told the committee the 
War Department's announecment 
that major casualties of the Thirty- 
fifth Division were 1733 was mis 
leading. He declared all casualties 
of the division exceeded 8000, includ- 
ing about 1700 dead, Gov. Allen said 
much of his information was gath- 
ered first hand in France while he 
Was engaged in Red Cross and Y.M. 
C.A, work, but added that after 
making public charges of the losses 
of the division several weeks ago, he 
had received letters from many who 
were in the battie declaring his 
Statements were accurate. 

“Have you received any that took 
with you’” asked Representa- 
tive Harrison of Mississippi. 

“None whatever,” declared the 
Governor. 

Names of witnesses for the com- 
mittee to call were given by the 
Governor, some of tnem in confi- 
dence, during progress of the in- 
quiry. Included in tne multitude of 
Statements given today was a report

BIG-GUN CORPS 
HERE FROM WAR 


Sixty-fifth Artillery Men on 
|. Way to Camp Kearny. 
California Soldiers Were in 
Three Big Battles. 


Will be Mustered Out Soon; 
from this City. 


| With a fecord of brilliant fighting 
in the Argonne, at 5t. Mihiel and 
around Verdun, batteries A and B 
of the Sixty-fifth Artillery, boast 
Artillery Corps, 336 strong, spent 
Nave hours in Los Angeles last night 
on the last lap of their long trip 
from France to Camp Kearny, where 
they will be mustered out. 

The two batteries which made up 
the First Battalion of the 9.2 how- 
itzer regiment are composed of 
Calffornia men. Of the 336 men an4 
officers, twenty-nine claim Los An- 
geles as their home, and the others 
joined the service at San Diego, San 
Francisco and other places in Cali- 
fornia. The regiment sailed for 
France during the latter part of 
April and returned to this country 
the last day of January. 

Inder the commana of Maj. 
James, Muyrhead, a former San Di- 
ego husiness man, and member of 
the California National Guard, the 
First Battalion, known to the 
French army, with ‘which ft saw ac- 
tion, as the “hell boys,” lost 120 
men while in action. They were at 
the front for six months without a 
felief, and went through three gr - 
battles Before the armistice was 
clared. 

According to Maj. Muyrhead, the 
Sixty-fifth Artillery was the ‘only 
howiteér regiment in the American 
Expeditionary Forces to be equipped 
with 9.2 howitzers, which is an Ene- 
lish gun.
